Culinary Arts program officially opens new building

Spring semester is in full swing at Tyler Junior College. 
Every semester brings new courses and developments to 
the campus. Last year, TJC started building the facility for 
the new culinary program. Although the facility is not fully 
completed, classes have already started for the spring. 

In the Fall of 2017, TJC was approved to start its culi¬ 
nary arts program. Ever since the program was authorized, 
TJC has been working to kickstart the enrollment as soon 
as possible, From hiring a new department chair to building 
a new facility for the new courses. As a result, the program 
will be having its first classes this semester, the Culinary 
program has many different courses students can take that - 
include subjects like basic food preparation, intro to the 
Hospitality Industry and fundamental baking. As with most 
programs at TJC, the program will offer different courses 
for the fall and spring semesters. 

The Culinary courses are currently being taught by 
the new department chair Larry Matson. Prior to coming 
to Tyler, Matson worked as the Culinary Director for the 
International Culinary School at the Art Institute of Dallas 


for 15 years. Before he worked at the school in Dallas he 
worked at the Art Institue in Houston for 11 years as a chef 
instructor. As the department chair of the new program, 
Matson has many goals for the new program. 

“I want for the students to excel and do well in the 
industry, so that we can become [one] of the top programs 
at the school, so that we attract people from outside of the 
area and just help students grow and start their careers off,” 
said Matson. Although culinary arts is a popular field, there 
is some difficulty for instructors teaching new students. 

“The hardest part is that people come in thinking that 
they are just going to learn how to cook every day. They 
don’t think that they are going .to have homework,” Matson 
said 

Culinary arts have many different skills that go into 
learning culinary. Culinary arts is not just about cooking but 
also learning the proper leadership skills to lead a kitchen or 
business skills to run a restaurant. 

“Running a kitchen, you need to understand how to 
cook, but you also need to have a little business sense. You 
need to be able to supervise and train people. You need to 
know how to maintain the facilities and equipment. A lot of 
the time they are not aware of a lot of the nuances that are a 
part of running a kitchen,” Matson stated. 


The new Culinary Arts program bring countless new 
opportunities to TJC students, the culinary arts program 
has plans to open a restaurant where students can order 
meals in the future. 

“The way that classes are set up ,with the associate and 
the two certificates programs, we need to offer the Quan¬ 
tity food and Service class in the second semester. I am 
combining those two classes together, so that we [can] run 
the restaurant during lunch two days a week.” Matson said. 
This restaurant will not only serve as an new food option on 
campus, but also as a training ground for the new culinary 
students. 

Although it has only a week since classes started, the 
new Culinary students are showing a lot of promise. 

“My favorite thing has been everybody’s enthusiasm. 
They have been very proactive. A lot of them have already 
been in high school culinary programs. Also, a lot of them 
work in the industry, so they are trying to get that step 
ahead.” Matson said 

Culinary Arts maybe seem like a difficult field but like 
every career, you have to keep pushing forward to accom¬ 
plish your goals. Culinary not only gives you skills for the 
kitchen but also skills for life. This program is a wonderful 
addition to TJC’s expanding list of programs offered at TJC. 


Palmer retires, Rocco named

After 13 seasons as head football coach, 
Danny Palmer has stepped down and will be 
reassigned within the program. Palmer had 
much success as the head coach, so filling 
his shoes will be tough. He is well known in 
East Texas, especially Tyler. Palmer will still 
work with TJC athletics, but he will be more 
involved in the recruiting process. 

After two weeks of searching for the 
right head coach, interim Athletic Director 
Chuck Smith announced in a press confer¬ 
ence that current defensive coordinator 
Thomas Rocco would be named the new 
head coach. 

Rocco has been with TJC since January 
2017. Prior to joining the TJC staff, he spent 
two years at West Texas A&M as the defen¬ 
sive coordinator. His first coaching job was 
his alma mater, Fort Lewis College. Rocco 
also played football in college but sustained 


an injury which ended his career. After the 
injury, he began to help the coaching staff. “I 
coached some players that were older than 
me,” said Rocco. 

While he was at Fort Lewis they set 
a school record in wins. When Rocco was 
asked if his original plan was to coach he 
said, “no idea. I got a degree in education, 
but got hurt and couldn’t play”. 

As far as team goals, Rocco has a 
plan. “For the players to maintain a 2.85 
GPA, win the highway 31 games which are 
the Kilgore and Trinity Valley [CC] games, 
and of course win [all of] Texas,” said Rocco. 

Rocco has goals for himself as well. “I 
want to win a championship, and have play¬ 
ers leave on scholarship,” said Rocco. 

He teaches his team to be disciplined 
in all areas on and off the field. He wants 
his team to be involved in the community 
and on campus. Rocco is looking forward 
to making a good impression and enjoys 
interacting with people. 

Though TJC is coming off a 4-5 (3-4) 
record, the Apaches are hopeful to improve 
the record in the upcoming season led by 
new Head Coach Thomas Rocco.

TJC Chancellor Dr. Mike Metke 
announced Thursday at the monthly 
Board of Trustees meeting that he plans 
to retire in early summer, 2019. 

Metke is the sixth President/ 
Chancellor to lead TJC in its 92 plus 
year history and is in his 12thyear at 
the helm. His retirement, effective June 
30,2019, will conclude a career of more 
than 44 years in education. 

In a letter sent to all TJC employ¬ 
ees, Metke noted that the time is right 
for transition. 

“A plaque on my wall from our 
friends says: ‘To every thin there is a 
season... A time to be lost and a time to 
be found.’ ‘Fathers’Day 1987.’ The sec¬ 
ond half of my life has been meaningful 
and joyful, with Tyler being the very 
best. I only wish we had arrived sooner! 
Time is such a thief, but we are 
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in Tyler to stay! 

“Leaving TJC is harder than I ever 
imagined. I started working off the 
farm at 14, and every time I left a job to 
pursue a new opportunity, my employers 
urged me to stay. My original goal was 
to be here about five years, but somehow

A name change for TJC: Where everything old is new again

Passionate feelings have been stirred by the proposal 
to rename Tyler Junior College. Oddly enough, the issue 
of renaming the school was raised 70 years ago, by none 
other than Dr. Harry Jenkins. 

In Fall of 1948, TJC moved to the present campus 
while work was still in progress on the buildings. With 
open space, expansion, and new beginnings in mind, the 
TJC Board met on June 7,1949. Board President Judge 
T. B. Ramey presided. Members present were Judge J. A. 
Hankerson, P. C. Pinkerton, H. H. Clarkston, and W. T. 
Brookshire. Also in attendance was TJC President Dr. 
Harry Jenkins and the Board Secretary, Ava Lea Gentry. 

Dr. Jenkins asked the Board whether they would 
like, at this time, to discuss the changing of the name 
of the college. Board President Ramey stated that Dr. 
Jenkins had suggested the name “Texas Eastern College.” 
However, W.T. Brookshire announced that Mrs. Ramey 
liked the name Rosemont College. Diplomatically, Judge 
Ramey recommended appointing a committee. Local 
citizens and faculty would be asked to suggest several 
names for consideration by the Board. 

On August 2,1949, the Board received a written 
committee report from Dr. Jenkins concerning the 


change. Faculty composed the committee, and Dr. Jenkins 
handed it to the Board for discussion. The Board decided 
that the general public should be included in the process, 
so all possible suitable names could be presented. The 
Board instructed Dr. Jenkins to secure cooperation from 
the newspapers to solicit community input. 

The Board took up the naming issue again on 
September 13,1949. Judge T. B. Ramey presided as Board 
President, with Board members P. C. Pinkerton, H. H. 
Clarkston, W.T. Brookshire, and Z. J. Spruiell, as well as 
Dr. Jenkins and Board Secretary Ava Lea Gentry. Judge 
Ramey said that he thought most people would favor a 
new name; however, the people had shown no interest 
towards a new name, and the alumni were opposed to it. 
“The Board agreed to make no change.” 

Dr. Jenkins was surely disappointed at this outcome, 
for he was quite committed to the idea of TJC becoming 
Texas Eastern College. Jenkins got a three-year registered 
nursing program approved, with a 12-member Board 
appointed by Mother Frances Hospital, Medical Center 
Hospital, and Tyler Junior College. The new program was 
called “Texas Eastern School of Nursing.” 

And that is what Dr. Jenkins would have called TJC: 
Texas Eastern College. Although Rosemont does have a 
nice ring to it!

For the 30th time in TJC history, Dr. M.R. 
Khosrowshahi will be guiding a trip through Greece to 
explore the land and the archeological and biblical journeys 
of ancient times. The trip will begin shortly before Spring 
Break, and gives you the choice of either a 10,11, or 12-day 
travel/study. The 10 and 11-day study will both begin on 
March 8, and the 11-day journey will end on the 18th. The 
12-day program will depart on March 7 and ends on the 
18th. 

This trip is open to the public, and in the past has 
included students, faculty and other members of the 
community. Last year, 16 students took this trip, all of which 
received a scholarship offered by the program of at least 
$ 1 , 000 . 

When asked about his feelings about the success of the 
program, Dr. Khosrowshahi responded, “I am very excited 
about having about 40 people to travel Greece with TJC. 

It is phenomenal to have such a successful program in the 
community college level.” 

In this program, the group will travel across the 
landmarks of Greece, seeing seven of 18 UNESCO heritage 


sites of Greece. Some places visited have included Athens, 
Corinth, Epidaurus, Nafplio, Mycenae, Olympia, Meteora 
and Delphi. 

This trip is designed to understand one of the most 
important civilizations in the world as it pertains to 
Western culture. Some of the major influences the program 
will discuss include sports, government, religion, medicine, 
education, art and more. 

The impact on students and others on the trip also 
reaches a diplomatic level. According to Dr. Khosrowshahi, 
“The trip is a life-changing experience for the students and 
the other member of the group. In fact, we are building 
about 40 bridges of friendship between American people 
and Greeks. When our current students become the future 
leaders of this country, we will reap the benefits of these 
travel/study projects to promote peace and love among 
people of two different countries.” 

This trip will cover all travel fees within Greece, 
hotel fees, a licensed tour guide, admission to sites, two 
meals daily, tax, parking and tips, plus orientation and 
administrative costs. Those who take the trip must register 
at www.tjc.edu/greece and click the registration link for the 
package they desire. Each package cost varies, but require 
a $590 deposit including airfare costs.

The ACE program: 
Building up our 
foundations

Tyler Junior College is currently in a position of growth. As 
students apply into the TJC curriculum, many are expected to prove 
themselves through TSI testing (readiness examination). The ACE 
program, newly implemented in Spring of 2019, will help guide 
many students who perform at or below the developmental assessed 
bracket of TSI testing. 

“Before ACE, students would test into our beginning levels 
of developmental ... and they would just take the class,” Professor 
Melanie Ward,TSI Reading/QEP Faculty Liaison, remarked. “They 
would either pass the class or they didn’t pass the class. If they didn’t 
pass the class then it’s a retake of the course which wastes time and 
money, keeping them in the developmental sequence longer.” 

TSI testing can be very discouraging for students who are ready 
to take their next step in life, and prior to the introduction of the 
ACE program some of these students were caught in an indefinite 
loop regarding their access to the TJC curriculum. 

TSI testing is a fantastic resource for Tyler Junior College, 
as it helps the faculty understand the educational limits of their 
student body. Without the proper preparations a student may 
metaphorically drown in their coursework, leaving them in an 
academic hole which can be detrimental for the furtherance in their 
college career. 

The ACE program is designed to alleviate the pressures 
surrounding the TSI testing program. If a student tests poorly, 
rather than being caught in this indefinite loop of failure, the ACE 
program attempts to coordinate their testing results with a more 
attentive attitude in curriculum. 

“The first 20 questions of the [TSI] test are the college-ready 
questions. If you pass those questions you’re done, the test is over. 
If you don’t pass at that point, they throw you some more questions 
which are at the developmental level. If you test well here, you 
could still be deemed college ready,” Professor Kathrine Murray, 
TSI Mathematics/Department Chair - TSI, stated. “If you don’t 
do well on that level you’re pushed down to the A-B-E level, and 
you’re taking a third section of the TSI test. The A-B-E level 
measures similarly, as I just said, and can allow you to be put back 
up to the developmental stage. The alternative being that you are 
below the high schoo 1 level. The students who test at this level are 
in the target area for j ACE program.” 

While placement into the ACE program may seem 
discouraging, most students who attend TJC for their general 
studies are likely in a very similar predicament. The ACE program 
may be better suited for their target demographic, as it recommends 
alternatives to the completion of a degree, recommending a faster 
route through the seeking out of a certification. One example being 
a certification in welding, which can land you $30,000-$40,000 per 
year at the entry level, and can cap out at $150,000 per year once 
more experienced in the field, according to Indeed.com. 

TJC is taking the appropriate measures to ensure that no 
student feels left behind. While the ACE program is still in its 
introductory phase, with time, it will hopefully become a staple in 
the foundation of TJC.

Metke en¬ 
joyed academic success in Wisconsin, Hawaii, and 
Texas before earning his doctorate at the University 
of Houston. He led new initiatives and set new 
records in each of his jobs. Mike Metke served as 
a Peace Corps Volunteer in Costa Rica; a Police 
Officer, School Counselor, and College Teacher in 
Wisconsin; a Department Chair, Dean and Vice 
President in Texas; and a College President in the 
Greater Seattle area before returning to Texas as 
TJC President. 

Mike Metke is also an adventurer leading 
climbing trips to summit the highest mountains 
in Japan, South Korea, Costa Rica, Africa and the 
United States, including almost all of the states 
west of the Mississippi. He also led trips to South 
America, China, Korea, Tanzania, Zanzibar, and 
Europe. While at TJC, Metke organized biking 
events and biked hundreds of miles across East 
Texas, Washington State, the Big Bend region, 
and Arkansas. He also organized and led hikes 
including 75 miles on the Pacific Crest Trail, a 
rim-to-rim trek across the Grand Canyon, and four 
different Inca Trail treks to Machu Picchu in Peru. 

“We’ve had incredible adventures with family 
and friends, both at TJC and in the world around 
us. Donna and I are looking forward to new 
adventures as well as more time with our wonderful 
family and friends,” Metke added. 

The TJC Board of Trustees will conduct a 
nation-wide search for Metke’s successor.

The Phi Theta Kappa 
honor society is working 
to increase student success 
through the Student Resource 
Center and the Ask an 
Apache Student Resource 
Guide. 

“In the Student Resource 
Center, we have everything we 
could think of that might help 
a student to be successful,” 
said Phi Theta Kappa advisor 
Gigi Delk.

“Everything in the 
Student Resource Center is 
gathered to make students 
successful.” 

“It takes a bit of stress 
of of [students'] shoulders 
financially so they can focus 
more on their coursework 
and upcoming tests,” added 
sophomore Phi Theta Kappa 
officer Chad Thompson. 

Delk explained that 
students who visit the Center 
must sign in with their A 
number and check off the 
items they take from a list, 
but added that they are not 
required to leave their name. 


“We try to protect student 
privacy,” she said. 

“This is open to students 
all over TJC,” said Delk. “We 
welcome any student who 
needs some supplies to come 
in, check out the Student 
Resource Center, share the 
word with other students and 
work together to be successful 
for today.” 

The Student Resource 
Center is located on the 
second floor of the Pirtle 
Technology building, in room 
T-214. 

The Ask an Apache 
Student Resource Guide, 
which is available for free in 
the Student Resource Center, 
is another way Phi Theta 
Kappa is working to help 
students. This 17-page guide 
provides answers to common 
student questions like where 
campus offices are located and 
how to confirm graduation. 

It also includes information 
on campus resources that 
students may not know about, 
like the TJC Campus Clinic, 
Counseling Services and the 
library’s textbook reserves. 

“Were trying to get more 
students to learn about all of 
our resources atTJC because 
a lot of students don't know 
of all the resources we have to 
offer them,” said sophomore 
Phi Theta Kappa officer 
Kristin Marling. 

Phi Theta Kappa 
appreciates donations and 
volunteers to keep the Student 
Resource Center running.
